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Pride and politics in the air

Who could have expected that in the month of 
June (the traditional commencement of Pride 
celebrations across Canada) we would receive such 
a boon from Prime Minister Paul Martin? At the 
same time as we celebrate our culture-within- 
a-culture, we will now be able to cast our 
votes to support same-sex marriage legisla- 
tion in the June 28 federal election. It is very 
likely that some politicians will want to waffle 
and avoid making this an election issue, but 
our collective effort is required to make sure 
all parties declare their intentions in this 
matter so we can cast our ballots accord- 
ingly. After all, it is estimated that Canada’s 
GLBT population is approximately 2.5 
million people strong, the majority of whom 
are eligible to vote. If we all take the time 
to question our local candidates as to 
where they stand on the equality issue of gay 
marriage, and support only those candidates 
in favour, the outcome of this election could 
defy the findings of any advance polls. In 
addition, if we extend this to our families, 
friends and co-workers, then it will be difficult for 
anyone to predict the outcome of this election. 


This may seem idealistic but it really is completely up to you: this is still a democracy 
and every vote will count in every region of the country. Many will remember the 
election back in 2001, when the GLBT community rallied around Joe Clark, then the 
very progressive Conservative leader; as a result, he was able to defeat Calgary Centre’s

Regardless of the Supreme 
Court’s answers to the questions they are currently considering, any new same-sex 
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marriage act will still have to survive a vote 
in the House of Commons. The new 
government formed as a result of this 
election will surely have to face this issue 
within the next year, so now is the time to 
question the candidates and cast your vote 
accordingly. Even if you do not see gay 
marriage as an option for you, it is impor- 
tant to recognize that this is yet another 
step towards true equality for us in Canada. 
Let’s all do our best to strike a victory on 
this issue, one that will surely make 
Canadian political history. 


Also on the topic of getting involved, be 
sure to participate in your local festivities 
as the 2004 Pride celebrations begin to 
unfold this month. Our Official National 
Pride Guide (enclosed in this issue) will 
Help you to learn about many of the events 
organized by volunteer committees across 
the country. It is the most comprehensive 
guide we’ve produced to date, but if you 
don’t find listings for your own town or 
city, be sure to check with your local Pride 
group to find out what they have planned.

It’s been one hell of a battle—and it’s not over yet, not by a long shot. In fact, there’s still 
a whole war to fight, when and if we win this battle over same-sex marriages—and just in 
case you've been thinking that particular battle has already been won, think again. The other 
day, | had occasion to drive out into the southern Ontario countryside, an activity not 
altogether unpleasant in this breathtaking time of year, when it seems, at times, like there’s 
been a little fold in heaven that has forced it to touch down on earth right in front of you. 


Previous forays, however, have taught me (courtesy of signs painted on barn walls and 
stuck up amidst the fields of waving corn) that just as you are starting to think that this is 
in fact God’s country, the God squad is going to slap you upside the head with a reminder 
that Christ is about to make a rather flashy return or, my particular favourite, “Abortion 
kills!” (to which | always want to reply, “Yeah, well so does the use of pesticides, and that 
doesn’t seem to worry you!”). 


At any rate, it wasn’t the signs that got me this time as | traversed the tranquil backroads 
of the province. 


It was the radio ads—lots and lots of radio ads, in fact, calling on the faithful to rise up 
and protect the institution of marriage as a union between one man and one woman. Not 
surprisingly, considering the reforms in the election act, not to mention the fluency the right 
has developed for encoded speech, there was no particular political affiliation to these ads. 
The advertisers obviously trust in the faithful to figure out just where they should mark 
their ballot. 


| mean, hell, if we can figure it out, so can they, | guess. 


It’s a campaign that, | suspect, is running on selected radio stations across the country as 
the election heats up, ensuring that the message reaches the “right” people in such a way 
that certain politicians who'd like us to think they've reformed, will never have to soil their 
skirts by wading into the bigotry and speaking out against the whole business of same-sex 
marriages. At least not while they're on the campaign trail. 


So what?, you might be asking—particularly if you are one of the many gays or lesbians 
who think this whole business of same-sex marriage is a bit ridiculous anyway. And maybe 
it is, particularly if you are amongst those who have absolutely no interest in marriage and 
see it as a sell-out to straight values. But if you think that means you shouldn’t support it, 
it seems to me that you're not only selling your community short, you're selling yourself 
short as well. 


Consider: If gay people were being denied the right to live in a particular community, 
would you not fight to end such segregation and bigotry, even if you had no interest in living 
in that community? If gays were being denied health care, wouldn't you fight for our right 
to it, even if you're as healthy as a horse? If we were being denied the right to have our 
own clubs, wouldn’t you be a trifle ticked? 


Ultimately, the fight that is going on right now is only marginally concerned with the gay 
community's right to wed in the eyes of the law, because it isn’t marriage they want to deny 
us so much as it is equality. 


And if you think that winning the right to marry is going to be the end of that battle, think 
again, because the fundamentalists arrayed against us are getting more sophisticated in their 
battle to ensure we all live our lives playing by their rule book. 


And just in case you're planning on sitting this election out, think about this. Politicians 
across the country not only know that every single one of those fundamentalists will be 
marking their ballot come election day, they're counting on it. 


“The Lord helps those who help themselves,” according to what my folks taught me. And 
come election day, I'll be helping myself to a ballot as the next step toward equality. W

Larry’s legacy

On Friday, June 18, Winnipegger Brent McVean will drive to Moose Jaw with half-a- 
dozen other gay men to see a dream of one of his late friends finally realized: the official 
opening of the new multi-million-dollar Arts and Cultural Centre. 


McVean, a member of Winnipeg Gay Fathers and long a financial supporter of good 
causes in the GLBT community, was a friend 
of the late Larry Wilson, an actor, dancer, 
writer, producer and ultimately publisher of 
the highly successful Trade and Commerce 
magazine, a publication that focused on 
western business. 


Without Wilson, the new Arts Centre likely 
wouldn’t exist. 


McVean was with Wilson when he died at 
age eighty-three in January 2002, while at his 
luxury condominium in Puerto Vallarta, 
4 Mexico. It was a stressful time and McVean 
ended up having a heart attack himself, but he 
recovered well and has found much of his 
time of late acting as executor of Wilson’s 
estate, which was well over a million dollars. 


Wilson grew up poor in the “Dirty ’30s”

His mother, widowed early, brought up 


six children in poverty and ran a dance 
studio. All the Wilson children had some kind of singing, acting or dancing talent. One 
sister, Sylvia, ended up dancing and choreographing on the Tommy Hunter Show. She also 
had a radio program on which she sang, as did brother Gerry. One sister, Marlene, still 
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lives in Moose Jaw and 
runs a dancewear shop 
as well as teaching 
dance. 


Sister Dorothy lives 
in London, Ontario, and 
owns McCulloch’s, a 
dancewear supplier, as | } 
well as Moe’s,a supplier 
of clown outfits and 
accessories. 


.Larry Wilson, the 
eldest child, never quite 
got over his childhood 
poverty. His father, a | 
Northwest Mounted 
Police officer, died of 
cancer when he was young and the family was 
usually penniless. Larry became a great saver and 
something of a workaholic, sandwiching many jobs between his artistic interests. 


rent McVean, a close friend of 
Wilson’s and executor of his estate 


Medically disqualified from active war service, he joined the Canadian Army Show and 
entertained troops in Europe, along with two budding novices known as Wayne and 
Schuster. His sister Dorothy also appeared with him in these shows. He loved to be in 
the limelight and was a good tap dancer. 


After the war, he balanced a job as a CPR trainman with training to be an actor at the 
Alviene Academy in New York. He squeaked by for two years on a tiny army veterans’ 
scholarship and worked for CPR in the summers. 


Long an admirer of vaudeville—then a rapidly disappearing art form—WVilson realized 
acting and dancing would never provide a living, so he went into publishing. He did, 
however, always keep a finger in the “Arts pie” and was often producing or performing in 
early theatrical productions in Winnipeg. 


He worked on early CBC Winnipeg radio dramas with movie actress Helene Winston, 
who died recently in Hollywood. He also danced with the Winnipeg Ballet in the days 
before it was Royal and counted the late choreographer Paddy Stone as a friend. And he 
was a regular performer at Rainbow Stage, Winnipeg’s summer outdoor theatre. 


He even performed in a couple of movies along the way, but live theatre was his abiding 
passion. 


Wilson claimed to have visited every city, town and village in the four western 
provinces as he made long road trips selling advertising for Trade and Commerce magazine. 
Sometimes he learned his lines for some Winnipeg production in-between his sales calls. 


His frugality even extended to noting on his expense report each dime he spent on 
washroom calls. He was a tenacious salesman for the magazine and over a long 
career—he worked to age seventy-five—turned it from an anaemic and poorly laid out 
business sheet into a full colour, glossy magazine which brought in more money than any 
of the other publications in the company’s stable. Long the editor of Trade and Commerce, 
he was finally persuaded to accept the title of publisher by the owners. 


Wilson never forgot his early poverty and was a compulsive saver, working long hours 
and often living frugally on his road trip expenses, while banking his pay cheques. 


He never married and had many friends in the artistic and GLBT worlds. In his youth, 
lack of money and opportunity for talented young people had been a sore challenge, so, 
rather than leave his fortune to relatives, he decided to leave a perpetual gift for those 
who came after him. 


“His mother died at age 102, in 1999, and he then had the idea of leaving his money to 
help the Arts,” says longtime friend McVean. “He first decided to buy the old Capitol 
Theatre in downtown Moose Jaw and donate it to the city as the hub for a new Arts 
Centre. His idea was to have a theatre named after his mother, Mary [Mae] Wilson.” 


In fact, Mae Wilson and her talented brood had often performed in the old Capitol 
Theatre in bygone times; she played the piano and her offspring danced or sang in local 
productions. Mrs. Wilson was forever short of cash after early widowhood and she 
offered dance lessons to help put food on the table for her growing family. 


Wilson kept his pledge and, in December 2000, paid $350,000 for the theatre before 
handing it over to the Moose Jaw City Council. 


That generous act proved a catalyst for a massive fundraising drive and for the imple- 
mentation of plans long dreamed of by Arts In Motion, a local arts promotion group led 
by writer Gary Hyland. The city council commissioned a feasibility study and before long 
fundraisers were getting donations from corporate sponsors, governments and private 
citizens. 

Originally, Wilson had simply envisioned a restored theatre,

In January 2003, construction began and 
Wilson’s original gift has now been transformed 
into an $8.3 million cultural centre, which 
includes the 440-seat Mae Wilson Theatre, as 
well as the Conexus Arts Centre and the 
McCaig Family Wing. The site includes an art 
gallery, offices, art studios, dressing rooms, 
meeting rooms and costume storage area. 


Gordon Hall, a former manager of the Royal 
Alex and the Princess of Wales theatres in 
Toronto, has been appointed the first executive 


picture of Larry Wilson taken in director of the new centre. 

Hee 2001, [Srey Pee Added to Moose Jaw’s casino, Temple 
_ Gardens Mineral Spa and Hotel, along with 
other new tourist attractions, it’s hoped the new 
cultural centre will place Moose Jaw firmly on the tourism map. 


Wilson remains the biggest single private individual donor, but his gift hasn’t ended yet. 
Winnipeg friend Brent McVean has spent the past two years helping liquidate the estate. 
It has involved complex legal business in addition to selling the homes Wilson had in 
Winnipeg, Vancouver and Puerto Vallarta. 


“Taxes, legal costs and settling other matters has eaten up quite a lot of capital, but | 
can safely say that Larry’s estate will be donating over half-a-million dollars to fund schol- 
arships for young people,” he says. “When he needed help as a young man there was little 
available, so it’s fitting that his money will provide opportunities for other young people 
to pursue Arts careers.” 


Six scholarships are being set up by a community foundation, with one named after 
each of the six Wilson siblings. They will be in drama, instrumentals, voice and dancing. 
The lobby of the new Arts center will also display a plaque acknowledging Wilson’s crucial 
contribution and noting that the people of Moose Jaw “will be forever grateful for his 
vision and benevolence”. 


The grand gala opening is set for Saturday, June 19, with social leaders and assorted 
dignitaries in attendance. Prior to that, there will be a reunion of the four surviving 
Wilson siblings in a song and dance routine, likely the last they will do in their old Capitol 
Theatre stomping grounds. 


Though Wilson didn’t live to see his vision become reality, McVean says he will doubt- 
less be there in spirit and his legacy will help many talented youngsters. 


“Larry lived fairly frugally and his only indulgences were theatre visits and a couple of 
world cruises,” he says.““The Depression and 
his early poverty had a deep effect on him, so 
he was cautious with money. Since he had no 


children to leave his money to, this seemed -Casual Dining

The Eleventh Annual Canadian Rockies International Rodeo (CRIR) is coming to 
Calgary this July 2nd through 4th! Cute cowgirls, shirtless men and tight Wranglers—all 
in warm and sunny weather enough to make anyone’s temperature rise. The Alberta 
Rockies Gay Rodeo Association (ARGRA) has been busy planning this year’s CRIR since 
last September, and now we're in the final stages in producing the best-ever rodeo for 
competitors and spectators alike. 


The CRIR is one of the most unique rodeos to be held on the International Gay Rodeo 
Association (IGRA) Bud Light Series Rodeo circuit, combining rodeo action, entertain- 
ment, dances, meals and an authentic western camping experience all in one place: 
Symon’s Valley Ranch on the northern edge of Calgary city limits. 


The CRIR is a great chance to come out and get involved, be it as a volunteer during 
the rodeo weekend; a rodeo competitor for your first, second, or eleventh time; or as a 
spectator. Here you can take in all of the sights, sounds and smells of the weekend—from 
chowing down on roast beef BBQ and shopping in our retail tent to enjoying the sights 
of men with beards wearing dresses for Wild Drag and dancing the nights away. Each of 
the thirteen rodeo events are open to both men and 
women and can be entered by anyone regardless of 
skill level and experience. There are always lots of 
folks around to help out a ‘newbie’. (Please note that 
you must be at least eighteen years of age or over to 
compete). The thrill of competing in your first steer 
ride or lightning-fast flag race pattern cannot be 
described—they must be experienced. The “camp” 
events like Goat Dressing, Steer Decorating or the 
ever-popular Wild Drag Race provide a good oppor- 
tunity to get involved in the lighter side of rodeo. 
Nothing is more fun than watching some muscled 
cowboys with moustaches putting on dresses and 
wigs and then jumping on the back of a cow. Some 
of the Wild Drag outfits that make an appearance are 
worth the price of admission alone! This year, organ- 
izers expect more competitors than ever, thanks in 
part to the teams that have been established here in 
Calgary.

lection nd With over seventy percent of the population voting for a 

conservative party in 2000, Alberta is one of the most solid 
voting blocs in the country. The Canadian Alliance claimed twenty-three out of the 
twenty-six seats in the province in the last election. The three notable exceptions 
included Progressive Conservative leader Joe Clark in Calgary Centre, and Liberal cabinet 
ministers Anne McLellan and David Kilgour in Edmonton. The province will now fill two 
additional seats in the House of Commons after the 2004 federal election. The Liberals 
and New Democrats will campaign hard in an attempt to end the Conservative Party's 
lock on the province. Here are some of the key races to watch: 


Calgary South Centre 


Most of this new riding is carved out of Joe Clark’s former district, including Calgary’s 
downtown and Beltline regions. The gay and lesbian vote is expected to be influential in 
the outcome of this riding as it was in the previous federal election. Conservatives have 
nominated Lee Richardson, a former Member of Parliament from the Mulroney era. 
Although considered moderate, Richardson is likely to be hurt by his party’s platform to 
remove the same-sex marriage reference before the Supreme Court. Pro-equality candi- 
date Julia Turnbull has been energetically campaigning for the Liberals in the riding for 
over two years. After taking on the Liberal Party and ultimately winning the nomination, 
Turnbull hopes to receive the support of moderate voters. Outspoken gay activist and 
former provincial candidate Keith Purdy will represent the New Democrats on the ballot. 
Purdy spoke out in the media after the police raided a gay bathhouse in the riding, and 
has filed a complaint with the Alberta Human Rights Commission in an attempt to marry 
his partner. 


Prediction: Without an incumbent, this riding is open for a steal; this is one to keep 
a close eye on. 


Calgary West 


Although significantly reshaped, Calgary West remains as one of the geographically 
largest ridings in the city of Calgary. Defending his past record, including the now 
infamous labeling of Nelson Mandela as a “terrorist”, Conservative incumbent Rob 
Anders is seeking reelection after narrowly winning his party’s nomination. An extreme 
opponent of equal marriage (his website lists preserving “traditional” marriage as his first 
priority), Anders’ platform consists of purchasing new tanks, curtailing development aid 
and establishing a ballistic missile defense system. Challenging his re-election plans is 
young and articulate Liberal candidate Justin Thompson, with experience in environmen- 
tally friendly energy solutions. The New Democrats are fielding candidate Felicia Slogoski, 
who has been actively involved in the university’s model United Nations team. 


Prediction: Although Anders is viewed as an extreme candidate, it remains to be seen 
if Calgary West residents will choose any other party besides the Conservatives to repre- 
sent them in Ottawa. 


Edmonton Beaumont 


Liberal cabinet minister David Kilgour is seeking re-election in the riding of Edmonton 
Beaumont. As a respected parliamentarian for twenty-five years, Kilgour is well liked in 
the most Liberal-friendly riding in the province. Conservative challenger Tim Uppal hopes 
to take the seat by building on his 2000 federal campaign as the Canadian Alliance candi- 
date. His background includes extensive involvement in the community and four service 
awards. Paul Reikie has been nominated for the New Democratic Party. His education 
is in the field of environmental science, and he has written for the Parkland Institute on 
public interest research groups. 


Prediction: Kilgour has the experience and popularity to win the riding without any 
significant difficulty. This is the Liberals’ safest bet in the province. 


Edmonton Centre 


Incumbent and Deputy Prime Minister Anne McLellan is no stranger to close races. 
Nicknamed “Landslide Annie”, she won her riding by a mere twelve votes in 1993. In the 
last election, 773 votes put her over the top. But can she do it again? McLellan will 
certainly benefit from redistricting, as most of the strong Liberal polls have been included 
in the new riding. However, the Conservative Party is praising the virtues of candidate 
and former Alliance member Laurie Hawn. As an air force fighter pilot with active 
community involvement, Hawn is seen as a formidable challenge to one of the most 
powerful cabinet ministers. It’s clear that defeating the Deputy Prime Minister is a top 
priority for the Conservative Party. The New Democrats have nominated Meghan 
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McMaster as their preferred candidate. 


Prediction: This riding is too close to call, and is likely to be a marginal victory for 
the winning candidate. 


Lethbridge 


Elected in 1997, Rick Casson represented the riding of Lethbridge for the Canadian 
Alliance. Now as the Conservative incumbent, Casson looks to the city of Lethbridge 
and the surrounding rural area for his support. High profile Liberal Dr. Ken Nicol has 
been selected as the Liberal candidate. As the former leader of the provincial party and 
three time elected provincial Liberal in Lethbridge East, Nicol will attempt to extend his 
provincial success to federal politics. New Democratic candidate and political science 
graduate Melanee Thomas is campaigning on a commitment to public healthcare and 
education. 


Prediction: With its substantial rural population, Casson is widely expected to secure 
the riding of Lethbridge for the Conservative Party. 


There are many important issues that should be considered as part of the decision 
making process of voting for a candidate. We have seen how collectively strategic voting 
can make a real difference in the outcome of 
a race. The upcoming election provides an 
opportunity for the gay and lesbian commu- \ee @U lis

B.C.’s political melee

If the run up to the federal election is any indicator, British Columbians should brace 
for a bitter campaign. Scandal, shifting loyalties, 
and a malleable nomination process have already [ 
derailed the careers of several prominent politi- 
cians—most notably NDP member Svend 
Robinson and Conservative Val Meredith. 


Overall, B.C. remains strong Conservative | 
country, and there’s little reason to expect a 
major shift; the Conservatives hold twenty- 
seven of the province’s thirty-four seats, leaving 
just five for the Liberals and two for the NDP. 
That lock on power would ordinarily suggest a f° 
routine campaign, but given B.C’s penchant for ja 
dysfunctional politics, it’s been anything but. igs 
And so far, none of the news has been good for 
the GLBT community. 


The biggest blow came when a tearful Svend |. 
Robinson—Canada's first and most 


contest in his Burnaby-Douglas riding. Vancouver Pride 
Flanked by fellow New Democrat Libby 

Davies and partner Max Riveron, Robinson admitted he “pocketed” an expensive 
diamond ring at a public auction. It was a stunning end to a twenty-five year career. 


Twelve short months ago he played the pivotal role in a justice committee vote that 
paved the way for Canada’s first gay marriages. Robinson was so influential his 
presence was still being felt on Parliament Hill even after his abrupt exit. In what 
should have been a crowning moment in his long career, the Senate gave final reading 
to his private member’s bill extending hate crime protection to homosexuals. 
Robinson, a fixture on the Hill for more than a quarter century, celebrated quietly a 
few blocks away. 


The pre-election campaign has been no kinder to Liberal MP Hedy Fry, another 
high- profile friend of the community. After battling for months to eke out a victory 
for the Liberal nomination in her Vancouver Centre riding, the results were immedi- 
ately challenged. Long-time Liberal supporter David McCann went to Vancouver 
Police with fraud allegations, claiming Fry supporters used 
backdated forms to sign up new members after nominations 
closed. Fry has denied the allegations. 


The suggestion of a tainted victory is the last thing Fry 
needs heading into the election. There was surprise she was 
forced to fight so hard for her nomination in the first place, 
|| after victories in three consecutive federal elections. In her 
| first outing in 1993, she defeated then-Prime Minister Kim 
| Campbell. 


| While Fry was engaged in her do-or-die struggle, several 
| other Liberal candidates in the Vancouver area were spared 
|= | the effort—they were hand-picked to run by Prime Minister 
gy Paul Martin. Former NDP Premier Ujjal Dosanjh 

(Vancouver South), forest-products execu- 
tive David Emerson (Vancouver-Kingsway), 
and public servant Shirley Chan (Vancouver 
East) were invited to run as “star” candi- 
dates.

Such appointments—Martin has named fourteen candidates across Canada—are a 
risky proposition at best. But they reflect particularly badly on a Prime Minister who 
promised to “do politics differently”. 


In Burnaby-Douglas, the entire Liberal riding executive resigned in protest when the 
nomination was handed to Bill Cunningham, a staunch Martin supporter and president 
of B.C. wing of the Liberal Party of Canada. Tony Kuo and Tony Lee—two Asian- 
Canadian candidates who filed nomination papers months ago—cried discrimination 
when denied the opportunity to compete. 


Another disappointment for the GLBT community was the failure of former B.C. 
Human Rights Commissioner Mary Woo Sims to win the NDP nomination in 


Vancouver-Kingsway. The prominent lesbian activist was 
seen as a fresh face with huge potential on the national 
political stage. She was defeated by lan Waddell, a former 
provincial cabinet minister who also served fourteen years 
in Parliament. 


And there were other major upsets, including the 
surprise defeat of two popular B.C. Conservatives—Val 
Meredith and Chuck Cadman. 


Three-term MP Meredith lost her riding nomination in 
Surrey-White Rock-Langley in a bitter fight with 
newcomer Russ Heibert. It was a stunning defeat for HECTIO 
Meredith, a founding member of the Reform Party, who blamed her loss on the 
religious conservatives who backed Heibert. 


Two-term Surrey North MP Chuck Cadman lost his nomination to Jasbir Cheema, 
a former news anchor who signed up about fifteen hundred new members from the 
Indo-Canadian community. Cadman quit the Conservative Party and will run as an 
independent 


There were scuffles and shouting matches as Richmond Liberal MP Joe 
Peschisolido—a former Conservative who crossed the floor—lost his nomination to 
former Chrétien cabinet member Raymond Chan. 


On Vancouver Island, three-time Conservative MP Keith Martin quit his party and 
wants to run as a Liberal. Martin is at odds with party leader Steven Harper's socially 
conservative views on several key issues, including the war in Iraq, drug policy and 
same-sex marriage. 


The infighting caused by “instant members” stacking nomination meetings is 
something Conservative leader Harper wants to stop. He told a meeting in Coquitlam 
he would also end the practice of handpicking candidates and bypassing the wishes of 
local riding associations. 


The election will bring much sound and fury, but little real change. 


This is the province, after all, that sent high profile right-wingers like John Reynolds, 
Randy White, Chuck Strahl and Stockwell Day to Ottawa. Outside of Vancouver, 
British Columbia remains one of the most conservative areas anywhere in Canada. 
No one expects those deep-seated attitudes to change over the next few weeks. W

No easy seats

According to the latest COMPAS national polling 
results, the NDP is almost in a dead heat with the Liberal 
Party in both Manitoba and Saskatchewan, with the Liberals 
scoring thirty-five percent of committed voters, the NDP 
getting thirty-two percent and the Conservatives in third place at twenty-seven 
percent. 


That same poll finds Canadians are in a negative mood, with seventy-six percent 
believing the Liberals are guilty of misspending tax dollars. Voters also believe taxes 
are too high and the government has responded weakly to threats of terrorism. In 
addition, forty-five percent of those polled believe this election is being held too soon. 


The COMPAS poll, done for the National Post, says the Liberals will almost certainly 
be in a minority government, the first since 1980. Nationally, the poll finds they have 
thirty-nine percent of voters, with the Conservatives at thirty-one percent. In 
Quebec, the Liberals trail the Bloc Quebecois. 


One interesting riding in Winnipeg is Charleswood-St.James, where longtime Liberal 
MP John Harvard has stepped down to make room for recently resigned Winnipeg 
Mayor Glen Murray. Harvard was all set to run again but a deal with Paul Martin has 
him stepping down to become the next Lieutenant Governor. Mayor Murray, now 
resigned, was thus parachuted in and chosen unopposed as the Liberal candidate. 


But Murray, an openly gay man, isn’t likely to find the fight an easy one. He has no 
connection with the riding and is seen by many as an opportunistic lightweight who 
has stepped on too many toes in a search for personal grandiosity. 


More specifically, he is seen as an anti-suburban mayor whose chief focus in office 
was on promoting the downtown area at the expense of the suburbs. He is also on 
record as having opposed the construction of the Charleswood Bridge, a commuter 
link that had been demanded by local residents for years. Others point to the neglect 
of streets and the overspending on pet projects such as a new Provencher Bridge, as 
well as the large amounts spent on street parties. 


Murray is promising to promote health care, a better federal deal for cities and, 
surprisingly for him, stronger support for Canada’s military. His riding has a substan- 
tial military component and the Liberal Party is generally seen as the culprit for years 
of cutbacks and underfunding, so Murray’s sudden conversion to being a military 
supporter is seen for what it is: a Johnny-come-lately ploy to win some military votes. 
That isn’t likely to happen. As an editorial in the National Post commented recently: 
“Murray’s a fanatic about getting a sweeter funding deal for cities. His election victory 
is no guarantee, being a riding in soccer-mom suburbia while he’s a trendy gay guy from 
the inner city, but he'll have the Martin machine revving at full throttle behind him. His 
probable fate: Minister Responsible for Cities, forced to tell his former mayoralty 
colleagues he can’t afford to meet his own former mayoral demands.” 


But first he has to win a seat and that will be no cakewalk. A spokesman for the 
Conservative candidate, Steven Fletcher, twice elected as the provincial president of 
the party, says in the last election Liberal John Harvard got 13,901 votes, with the 
Conservative garnering 9,991 and the Alliance getting 11,569. “If you add the Alliance 
and Conservative votes, the Conservative candidate has a three to two advantage,” 
the spokesman tells Outlooks. “The feedback we are getting is that Mr. Murray was an 
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unpopular mayor so our candidate has an excellent chance of winning.” 


Fletcher’s chances are considered good, even though he is confined to a wheelchair 
following an accident and is paralyzed from the neck down. As he noted on a recent 
radio interview: his body is only paralyzed from the neck down, not up. He has his 
wits fully about him and is campaigning hard. But he isn’t as well known as Murray. 


University of Manitoba political scientist Dr. Paul Thomas doesn’t think Murray 
should be discounted unless there is a very strong anti-Liberal trend in the election. 
“His Conservative opponent has a fairly low profile, whereas Glen Murray is well 
known and has considerable charisma and dynamism,’ Thomas offers. “He has been 
eloquent on important city issues and has a personal following. If the Conservatives 
had chosen a stronger candidate the Liberals might well have lost the seat, but | 
wouldn't say it’s lost yet.” 


Thomas also thinks the redistributed seat of Winnipeg North Centre is worth 
watching. NDP MP Judy Wasylycia-Leis will be facing off against Liberal Dr. Rey 
Pagtakhan. “The NDP M.P. has a high profile because of her work on the committee 
investigating the Adscam affair, but Filipino Dr. Pagtakhan has a very strong organiza- 
tion and many ethnic connections,” says Thomas. ‘He is also known as a hard worker 
so it’s possible he could win.” 


The other seat Thomas will be watching is NDP MP Pat Martin’s Winnipeg Centre 
constituency. David Northcott, a well-known local organizer for Winnipeg Harvest, the 
main food bank, is running against him for the Liberals. 


“Both Murray and Northcott would seem like a natural choice as NDP candidates, 
but perhaps they thought the prospects of having power were better running for the 
Liberals,’ Thomas says.““Both certainly have a chance but much depends on how strong 
a national swing there is against Liberals in the election.” 


He thinks a minority Liberal government very possible but hasn’t ruled out a Paul 
Martin majority government. “This election will really be about leadership and if Martin 
can distance himself from the scandals and get into full swing he may still come across 
as the best leader for the country.” 


Longtime GLBT activist Chris Vogel also thinks the fight in Winnipeg Centre will be 
interesting and was equally surprised that Northcott would run as a Liberal rather 
than for the NDP. “I think it very likely we will end up with a minority Liberal govern- 
ment, relying on the votes of the NDP to keep going,” says Vogel. “That worked fine in 
the past and we got some good results, so | would be happy to see it again. Both Pat 
Martin of the NDP and David Northcott of the Liberals are positive on GLBT issues, 
so it makes little difference which one wins.” 


Vogel thinks Glen Murray will have an uphill battle trying to win a seat in suburban 
Charleswood, though he points out that Murray did cut city property taxes and 
achieved a few other goals, including the official raising of the Rainbow flag at City Hall 
for Pride Week “The riding he is running in has had Conservative members in the past, 
so it is possible it could go back to that,” says Vogel.““On the other hand younger, more 
liberal voters have also moved into the riding in recent years, so you never know. It 
won't be easy for him to win, though.” 


The federal Liberals have been showering Winnipeg with money of late, hoping to 
improve their chances. Winnipeg is to be home for Canada’s equivalent of Atlanta’s 
Centre For Disease Control and there have been many other funding announcements 
and promises hoping to sway or bribe voters. 


NDP private polling shows Manitoba still has a strong support base for the federal 
party, but the campaign itself and the quality of leadership shown may be the decisive 
factor in deciding which party wins or loses most. 


Liberal mismanagement, theft of public funds and expensive boondoggles such as the 
gun registry will certainly provide welcome ammunition for both the Liberals and 
Conservatives. W

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A shifting landscape 


Right now, there’s one thing Stephen Harper, leader of the newly minted Conservative 
Party of Canada could use. And no, it’s not a major injection of tranquilizers (although 
that would go a long way, in his new TV ads, toward keeping him from looking like a 
straight man in his proctologist’s waiting room). And such an injection sure couldn’t hurt. 
It’s not even a cattle prod, which might be the only thing that’s likely to keep some of the 
more colourful members of his caucus from letting their bigotry run wild as they prepare 
for the forthcoming federal election. 


No, the thing Harper could use right now is a good recipe for crow, because in order 
to get elected, one suspects, he'll be dining largely on it, even while he’s hot on the rubber 
chicken circuit over the next few weeks. And nowhere more so than here in Ontario, 
where Harper—the man, lest we forget, who once suggested a firewall to protect Alberta 
from the good folks of Upper Canada—knows full well he must make major strides if his 
party is to shake the image of being nothing more than the Reform Party in pantyhose. 
If he can’t win a few seats in Ontario, then where? The man is all but unknown in Quebec 
and is still reviled throughout the Maritimes for engaging his mouth before his mind was 
in motion. 


Question is, can he do it? Probably. Pundits in this province suggest he just might pick 
up as many as twenty seats in this province, largely courtesy of leadership rivals Tony 
Clement and Belinda Stronach and their ilk—politicians perceived by Reform-leery 
Ontarians as being more moderate than many of Harper's unrepentant and un-Reformed 
bully boys. 


And while one would like to credit Joe Clark 
with Ontario’s reluctance to take Harper and his 
gang at face value (and dear God, what a face) the 
truth of the matter is that when Clark made his 
now notorious “Harper’s bizarre’ speech 
endorsing Paul Martin, he was only giving voice to 
what many one-time conservatives in this province 
had been feeling that all along. The perception here 
is that the so-called Red Tories—the small ‘c’ 
! conservatives who favoured a mix of fiscal conser- 
vatism and liberal social policy—had abandoned 
the old Progressive Conservative Party long 
before Peter McKay made like a drunken 
debutante and hopped into bed with Harper and 
the Rocky Mountain boys. So, although wise minds 

on the right are trying to drum up some sort 

of enthusiasm for the fight between Harper 
and Martin here in Ontario, it is actually the 
fight between Martin and Jack Layton, the heretofore so seatless leader of the New 
Democratic Party, that promises to generate some of the strongest adrenaline in 
Ontario’s body politic this election.

Right off the top, in his quest for a seat in the House of Commons, Layton is taking on 
long-time Liberal member Dennis Mills in the Toronto riding they both call home—and it 
is anything but a slam-dunk for either of them. Layton, lightly dismissed in some circles 
as a left-wing flake, actually has quite a following here in Toronto and, in view of the fact 
that Mills has a proven track record as a flake on any wing (he came up with the brilliant 
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idea that a Rolling Stones concert was just what Toronto 
needed to get over SARS, when everyone else on the planet 
knew being reimbursed for the medical costs would have 
been the right and proper first step), it should be a colourful 
contest. Throw in the fact that Mills has been a vocal 
opponent of same-sex marriage (although he seems to be 
hoping right now that we'll all forget about that), and it’s clear 
where the lavender vote is 
likely to go. 

In other ridings, the 
= best Martin seems to have 
i been able to come up 
with is Ken Dryden, the rather colourless executive 
with the Toronto Maple Leafs organization, whereas 
Layton has recruited people like former NDP leader 
Ed Broadbent, social activist Michael Shapcott and even 
Layton’s own wife, another well-respected civic leader, 
Olivia Chow. Meanwhile, having sent most of the truly 
liberal members of his caucus—Sheila Copps and 
| Maria Minna, to name but two—to Coventry and 
having alienated many of Chrétien’s followers, Martin 
seems to have effectively turned the portion 
of the Liberal party with a social conscience 
over to Layton on a silver platter.

Further, Martin’s facing an Ontario electorate still reeling from the shock and awe of 
Liberal premier Dalton McGuinty’s first budget—a budget which, after years of Mike 
Harris and his “I’m okay, Jack” band of cut-throats, demands that Ontarians actually reach 
into their pockets to save programs like health care and education. As elections go, this 
one’s tough to call, here at the centre of the world, but it just might be that if Layton and 
Martin have to hop into the sack together to form a minority government, it will be the 
voters of Ontario who will be holding the shotgun. 
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Set to Bloc?

So, here it is, already June and we're having the wettest, 
Vancouverest spring on record. The Habs are out of the 
playoffs, health care is still a mess and the Liberals are 
about as popular as horseflies at a wedding, despite having 
the common sense to embrace both marijuana and gay marriage. At a time when all 
but one of the major leaders (I use the term loosely) have publicly supported the 
notion of same-sex marriage—and most have supported the decriminalization of 
pot—it would seem we have it pretty good north of the 49th. Maybe a one-party state 
isn’t as bad as it sounds. But then you look at the people at that party and you begin 
to wonder if they don’t need chaperones. Between Sheila blubbering that she was 
‘done in’, Martin pointing more fingers than he owns blaming others for Adscam, 
including Chrétien (or was it Mulroney?),and Charest’s endless bumbling of issues like 
daycare fees and union relations, these Grits seem almost as fried as the potheads 
they're trying to break out of the pokey. 


Not surprisingly, support for the Bloc Québecois has surged, despite registering at 
near-death levels in polls only a few months ago. An Ipsos-Reid poll recently showed 
the Liberals plummeting to thirty percent of Québec’s popular vote, while the Bloc 
would receive forty-five percent if an election were held. This swing has much less to 
do with the leadership of the BQ, which has been almost as unfocused as that of the 
now-defunct Alliance (or was it Reform?), and much more to do with a rolling boil of 
dislike for Charest since his election last year. For its part, the Bloc stands on the right 
side of the fence, so to speak, in terms of GLBT concerns. Led by Gilles Duceppe, the 
party has an impressive record of supporting bills like C-250 (increased protection for 
gays and lesbians from hate speech) and C-23 (marriage equality), and are rated as 
having an eight-five percent grade by EGALE, compared to the Liberals’ sixty-six 
percent. While their ultimate agenda of Québecois sovereignty has lost its teeth for 
the time being, and the Conservative party’s newfound popularity will likely win them 
enough seats to hang onto their position as Opposition, it is comforting to know that 
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this province’s most popular party is one of the most gay-friendly on the ballot. 
However, compared to the United States, what we have is almost an embarrassment 
of riches in terms of support from our politicians, despite the chest-pounding of 
Harper and crew. 


Currently, of Québec’s seventy-five seats out of 308 in the House of Commons, the 
Liberals hold thirty-seven, compared to the Bloc’s thirty-three (the others are 
independent). It is difficult to overstate the importance of this province in the realm 
of federal politics—consider that of the last thirty-five years of prime ministerial rule, 
only sixteen months have been by non-Québeckers. The most interesting and uncom- 
fortable pieces of our national identity come from our history as a nation of two 
cultures, each as relevant as the other. And as easy as it may be for the west to dismiss 
the Bloc Québecois, there is no denying their place on the national scene. During 
their tenure from ’93 to ’97, led by Lucien Bouchard, the Bloc acted as our country’s 
official Opposition, and saw the October ’95 referendum on sovereignty squeak by 
with a one percent margin. Since then, the popularity of the Bloc in Québec has 
diminished substantially, but the upcoming election will undoubtedly see the party win 
back many of the seats it has lost since 1997. From at least one perspective, this is 
good news—they are definitely gay-friendly and will support initiatives behind equal 
marriage and protection from discrimination. 


Some of the key ridings involve the major players from the Liberal party. Mr. Martin 
himself runs in the Montréal jurisdiction of Lasalle-Emard, against featherweight 
Thierry Larrivée of the Bloc, and will have no problem winning his seat for the fifth 
consecutive time. The Conservatives aren’t even bothering to run there. Trois- 
Riviéres, on the other hand, is expected to be a closer call, with all three major candi- 
dates running for the first time. Minister of Industry Lucienne Robillard should clean 
up Westmount easily enough, as it is one of the few Liberal strongholds, and her strong 
record on same-sex issues makes her dubious claims on the sponsorship scandal 
easier to swallow. Similarly, Health Minister Pierre Pettigrew should keep a lock on 
Papineau, which has remained loyal to the Grits through thick and thin. In the riding 
of Louis-Hébert, on the other hand, things are less sure. In 2000, Héléne Scherrer, the 
Minister of Canadian Heritage, only won by four percent of the vote. Since then, she 
has voted in favour of the Alliance motion to define marriage in exclusively opposite- 
sex terms, so it will be interesting to see if she can beat journalist Roger Clavet and 
hang onto her seat—and, if so, will she tow the party line in regards to the vows that 
dare not speak their name? Another riding of note is Mount Royal, in which the Bloc 
seems to be throwing sacrificial lamb Vincent Gagnon at the mercy of Irwin Cotler, 
Minister of Justice and very gay-positive in his voting history. Likewise, Francois 
Rebello from the Bloc has a snowball’s chance against Liberal Jean Lapierre in 
Outremont, who will need little buttress in this overwhelmingly anglo riding. 
However, the BQ has many, many ‘gimmes’ in the outlying regions, and the lay of the 
land after this election is anyone’s guess at this point. Then, to thicken the plot, 
Scherrer distributed a list of ‘women-only’ ridings, including Laurentides-Labelle, 
Charlevoix, and St. Maurice, which were thought to be ‘winnable’, presumably to 
ensure Liberal female representation in the House. 


So, by funneling a mere $100M to Québec advertising firms over the past five years 
and then getting caught, the Liberals have wasted any goodwill they may have gener- 
ated here and breathed new life into a party many had left for dead. In the February 
13 edition of the Globe and Mail, columnist John Ibbitson quoted an anonymous source 
that the staff of Prime Minister Martin was displeased with “the ancient and dishon- 
orable tribalism of Québec politics”, a baseless suckerpunch, which, understandably, is 
what got everyone here in such a froth. 


As far as gay weddings go in this country, the invitations are practically mailed out. 
And | must admit, these days I’m missing the characters of the Wild West—no rootin’, 
tootin’ Stephen Harper, no Ralphie the red-nosed premier. No Gordon Campbell 
swerving off the road on the volcanoes of Hawaii, no Svend Robinson, no Hedy Fry, no 
Stockwell Day. Instead, Québeckers get Gilles Duceppe and Paul Martin, stiff suits 
who'd never even dare strangle a protester. Ho hum. With all the colourful 
showdowns going on in the good ol’ U.S. of A., it’s almost a shame every Canadian and 
their dog seems so on-board with same-sex marriage. That is, if it weren’t so damn 
overdue. W

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Word on the street

Artistotle wrote that by nature, man is a political animal. The fourth-century BC 
philosopher would probably feel very much at home in the Maritimes twenty-five 
centuries later. As much as some of us may suggest otherwise, we Maritimers are 
passionate about our politics. 


There has been a great deal of teasing coming out of Ottawa over the past few months. 
Will Prime Minister Paul Martin call a spring election? A fall one? Somewhere in 
-between? Indications are that Canadians will be going to the polls at the end of June, so 
with that in mind | set out to roam the streets of downtown Halifax to find out what 
issues are first and foremost in the minds of the electorate. 


First let me state that | am not a pollster, nor do | aspire to the profession. When 
you're an ordinary-looking guy brandishing a small silver box on a busy street, the 
certainty of being passed and ignored by potential interviewees is accurate to within five 
percentage points, nineteen times out of twenty. When | did manage to talk to people, | 
observed out of the corner of my eye a fair few crossing the street to avoid being pulled 
into my tape recorder’s sphere of influence. But | digress. 


The issues are diverse and familiar. The skyrocketing price of gasoline is a major 
concern for the majority of people | spoke with. As of the third week of May, the price 
of regular self-serve in Halifax is 99.9¢ per litre, and since the provincial government 
seems powerless to do anything about it, the issue should be taken up at the federal level. 
One young woman told me that she just took delivery of her new Mazda 6 after six 
anxious weeks of waiting—she has been driving, but not zoom-zooming, and has taken to 
using the public transit to get to work. 


The federal sponsorship scandal may have dropped from immediate sight in the news 
media, since the prisoner abuse scandal in Iraq and its consequences are now dominating 
the public consciousness, but the memory of apparently missing money is still strong. The 
revelation that much of the funding ear-marked for the Bluenose II Preservation Trust has 
gone missing did not sit well with many Nova Scotians and some will be taking this into 
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account when marking their ballots. For the most part, the 
people | spoke with just want the whole mess dealt with, 
wrapped up and put away—hopefully with checks and 
balances in place so that something of this nature will not 
happen again.

Military spending and unemployment are also on the 
minds of people on the street. With uncertainty over the 
safety of Canadian ports in times of increased terrorist 
activity, an increase in military spending to defend Canada 
from acts of terror is a priority. A young man who recently 
found himself on the E.I. roll after his technology job was out- 
sourced wasn’t very interested in leaky submarines and 
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helicopters that fall out of the sky. For him, the issue at hand was his ability to pay for 
post-secondary education and his mortgage. 


Taxes—too high—and funding for health care and social programs—too low—are 
once again issues occupying a prominent place on the political stage and opinions are 
divided on how to deal positively with one without compromising the other. With one 
couple | spoke with, each half had a completely opposite take: she said, raise taxes and put 
more money into health care and social programs; he said, lower taxes and increase user 
fees all around. They were still arguing the fine points ten minutes after | thanked them 
and ducked into a local coffee shop to avoid the rain. | hope their marriage is as inter- 
esting as their differences of opinion. 


Speaking of marriage... | couldn’t let the deliciously vexatious issue of same-sex 
marriage slip by, so | brought it up with everyone. | wanted to know, now that same-sex 
marriage is legal in three provinces (and, south of the border, Massachusetts began 
marrying same-sex couples on May |7), how will Parliament deal with this issue during an 
election campaign? Predictably, same-sex marriage is still a hot-button issue for most 
people,no matter where the opinion falls. 


The people | spoke to on the street and in the coffee shop—where | put away my tape 
recorder and just struck up a few conversations—are mostly in favour of same-sex 
marriage but doubt that anything will be accomplished anytime soon. | managed to elicit 
a few of the stock responses from those opposed: same-sex marriage will lead to the 
downfall of the family; same-sex marriage is just a prelude to allowing people to marry 
their pets. A very well-dressed gentleman quoted one of my personal favourites, “God 
made Adam and Eve not Adam and Steve.” He looked me over for a minute, squinted, 
then asked, “You're not one of them, are you?” 


“How do we know for certain that Adam 
and Steve weren’t the couple next door?” | 
responded. “After all, the Garden of Eden 
i was said to be perfect. Now, the Garden of 
| Prada... there’s perfection.” 


One question of mine that couldn't be 
F answered with any conviction, however, was, 
“Whom do you think is best suited to be 
Prime Minister?

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Fathering a cause

Doug Melanson had his first encounter with Halifax, Nova Scotia, in 2002 when the 
Ottawa resident and his then-fourteen-year-old daughter decided to spend some time 
travelling during her summer vacation. Two years later, Melanson now lives in this Ottawa- 
esque city on theAtlantic shore and loves every minute of it. It’s a return to the Maritimes 
for the gay businessman—born in Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario, he spent a number of years in 
Bathurst, New Brunswick, before moving on to Brampton, Ontario, then Ottawa, where he 
spent fourteen years before deciding to make the move back to the east coast. 


Melanson is the founder of Gay Fathers of Halifax,a volunteer-driven support group that 
provides support to gay and bisexual fathers who are going through challenging times in 
their lives. At its core, the group exists for peer discussion and sharing of experiences, 
both good and bad. 


After his divorce in the early 1990s, Melanson moved from Bathurst to Brampton, where 
he first picked up a copy of Xtra!, Toronto's bi-weekly gay/lesbian paper, to find out, as he 
puts it, “what the gay world was all about and what’supports were out there”. He ran 
across an ad for the group Gay Fathers of Toronto. He called the number and found out 
where the next meeting was being held and showed up. 


Melanson’s attendance at the meeting was fortuitous, for there he met a man who 
would prove to be a far-reaching influence on his life. The man’s name was Gerry Bryant, 
and his journey, although similar in theme to Melanson’s, was very different in practice. 
Whereas Melanson had had a relatively smooth ride through his separation and divorce, 
with support from his family and friends, Bryant’s was fraught with all sorts of difficulty. A 
businessman raised in a strict Baptist background, Bryant found himself alone after his 
coming out. His grandmother was the only family member not to reject him after his 
divorce was final. 


Melanson and Bryant became lovers and remained so until Melanson decided to move 
from Brampton to Ottawa six months later to be closer to his daughter. After the move, 
Melanson immediately sought out a support group for gay fathers. He learned that one 
had existed but had lapsed due to lack of interest. He connected with the group’s key 
people and Gay Fathers of Ottawa was launched in late 1991. 


It was during a stopover in Toronto en route to San Francisco some months later that 
Melanson called Bryant to wish him a happy birthday and found out that his former lover 
had taken his life. The struggle had proved too much. Melanson made a promise to himself 
that he would not live in a city without a support group for gay fathers, that he would 
create one if it didn’t exist. If he could help it, there would be no more unhappy endings. 


Shortly after moving to Halifax, Melanson discovered that there was no support group 
for gay fathers in the city and decided to put one together. While attending an informal 
gathering in Halifax last spring, he met Susanne Litke, a lawyer with Dalhousie Legal Aid 
Services who is active in the Family Pride Camping Association, which provides summer 
camp experiences to children of GLBT parents. After hearing Melanson’s pitch for a gay 
fathers’ group for Halifax, Susanne offered the fledgling organization a meeting space at the 
Dalhousie Legal Aid office. “There are a number of terrific lawyers in the Halifax area who 
work well with the gay and lesbian community,’ says Melanson. “Susanne has been a great 
resource in moving Gay Fathers of Halifax forward.” 


Founded in April, 2003, Gay Fathers of Halifax is now a little over a year old. The group 
has close to fifty members and each monthly meeting draws about a dozen or so partici- 
pants from all walks of life. In the more than fifteen years Melanson has been involved with 
various gay fathers’ groups, he has encountered fathers who have come out in their sixties, 
having said nothing to their wives and children; men who have come out in their early 
twenties, many of whom had pregnant wives or girlfriends; men from all professions, from 
doctors, lawyers and politicians, to mechanics, construction labourers and short-order 
cooks. The common thread with all these men is that they are either gay or bisexual—and 
all are fathers. Melanson stresses that it’s important that gay fathers know where each is 
coming from because regardless of the situation, be it positive or negative, the experience 
of parenthood is shared among them. 
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Throughout the year, with the exception of the summer months, guest speakers are 
invited to the monthly meetings to speak to the members on various topics of interest. 
Many of the subjects have some sort of focus on being a gay father, but just as many deal 
with issues pertaining to men in general and gay men in particular. Topics discussed include 
drawing up a will, power of attorney, same-sex marriage, legal issues surrounding divorce, 
family law, men’s health and safer sex. Recent guest speakers have included Dr. Rod Wilson, 
a medical practitioner specializing in gay men’s health and primary care for HIV patients, 
who spoke on general health issues; and Dr. Blye Frank and his partner, Jim Oulton, who 
spoke to the group about the impact of stress on personal well-being, the personal 
challenges of divorce and the finer points of integrating a new partner into the existing 
parent-child relationship. The primary objective of this exercise is to build an ongoing pool 
of resources on which gay fathers can draw. A website, an initiative taken on by a member, 
is also under continued development. 


During the summer months, speaker-oriented meetings are replaced with informal 
socials, which either take the form of social outings or potlucks held at members’ homes. 
Melanson emphasizes that, although the support group environment is certainly advanta- 
geous for discussing issues within a structured setting, socials are important for 
networking—making new friends and reacquainting with old ones. They allow for sharing 
of individual stories and experiences. 


Although Gay Fathers of Halifax is a relatively new group, Melanson is proud of its 
accomplishments thus far and is confident in its continued growth. The challenge faced by 
the group, he explains, is no different than those faced by other volunteer-driven groups: 
there is always a need for individuals to step forward and take on positions of responsi- 
bility. As long as there are gay fathers, there will be a need. 


Even in 2004 there is a stigma attached to being a gay parent, but perceptions and 
circumstances are changing for the better. Gay fathers now have better access to their 
children and have more of a say when it comes to shared custody. Melanson considers 
himself lucky that he was able to come out in a relatively accepting environment. His family 
is supportive of him as a gay man, and he has a good relationship with his daughter and ex- 
wife. Melanson knows that most gay men in his situation are not so fortunate. This knowl- 
edge fuels his resolve to contribute his time and energy to furthering the development of 
the group. All e-mail correspondence from Gay Fathers of Halifax is signed, “Gerry 
Bryant”. It’s a fitting tribute to an old friend. W

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Taking pride in any 
environment

Latex gloves, salad tongs and big, black garbage 
bags aren’t your standard pride gear. But for 
Vancouver’s newest resource centre for gay men 
they are all part of pride—a state of mind that’s 
not just confined to the summer months. 


On April 24, just two days after Earth Day, 
Gayway, a division of AIDS Vancouver, took 
matters into its own hands, literally. Early that 
morning, a team of volunteers descended upon 
Lee’s Trail in Stanley Park—not for casual sex, as 
is the practice of many Vancouver men—but to 


rid that same trail of debris. Ten garbage bags full 


of condoms and needles and several hours later, their work was done. 


It’s all quite disgusting—and even Gayway admits that—so why do it in the first 
place? 


Whether gay men are 
having sex in their bedrooms, 
bathhouses or the parks, it’s 
important to take care of the | 
immediate environment and 
make sure that it’s a healthy | 
place for everybody, says 
Burkhardt, an Outreach 
Educator for Gayway. 


But he feels a sense of 
responsibility is often nonex- 
istent when it comes to 
sexual activity in the park. “If 
you're invited over to 
somebody’s house for casual 
sex, you wouldn't leave 
condoms all around and just 
ditch the place,” he says. It’s 
about respecting each other.” 


The idea for the event 
came when several men who 
use the park pointed out 
what a mess it was to the 
folks at Gayway. In its search for a uniquely gay way to celebrate Earth Day, Gayway 
settled on the park cleanup as the perfect event. “The goal for us was to raise aware- 
ness around the issue and encourage people to take care of their environment 
wherever they are,’ Burkhardt says. 


He is quick to point out that Gayway promotes healthiness and not park sex. “Park 
sex can be absolutely the most healthy thing a person can do. It can also be the most 
unhealthy thing... It depends on reasons; it depends on people’s situations and 
attitudes,” Burkhardt says. 


“The other idea for people who aren't familiar with the parks is to build an accept- 
ability around that, so it’s not such a foreign or strange idea. People do have 
judgments about it... It’s nothing weird. It’s just another environment that people 
have sex in.” 


The existence of used needles lying on Stanley Park’s trails is a safety issue for the 
community, and Burkhardt says people have to realize this particular problem 
stretches beyond the 
infamous zone around 
Hastings Street. 


For Gayway, every 
project begins with the 
idea that “gay is good”.

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A valley paradise

I’m not even close to thirty and yet | am fully ready to retire. Not financially, mind 
you—not by a long shot—but I’ve found the most beautiful, relaxing place and | think I'd like 
to stay awhile. 


B.C’s Okanagan, predominantly known for its abundant orchards and globally recognized 
wines, is ripe for discovery. The area is full of quaint bed and breakfasts, vast resorts and 
lush wineries, but it is by no means sleepy. There are adventure tours year ‘round, arts and 
music festivals and, encouragingly, a growing gay community thriving in the valley once 
known for aging “blue hairs” and bible-thumping. 


Kelowna, the region’s major economic centre, is a town of approximately 150,000 
residents. Built on a vast history of forestry and agriculture, the city has experienced its 
largest residential boom in the last fifteen years—nearly doubling its population—thanks in 
large measure to tourism initiatives. A drive from Vancouver directly into the heart of the 
city’s business centre will take just over five hours, barring any challenging weather condi- 
tions or major traffic delays. From Calgary, the journey is about six hours. Air Canada, 
Westjet and even Horizon Air have begun to experience such significant demand for air 
travel to the area that all three airlines now run daily flights directly into the Kelowna 
Airport. 

Opened in 1960, Kelowna’s airport has grown with each decade. Non-stop service is 
now available all year long to four major airports for both domestic and international 
connections: Vancouver, Seattle, Calgary and Edmonton. Direct service to Toronto and 
Hamilton is added in the hot summer months and, in the winter, a great many members of 
Kelowna’s significant retirement community make use of direct flights to Puerto Vallarta, 
Mexico. All of these flights have helped encourage and improve Kelowna’s overall accessi- 
bility. In fact, more flights from Seattle now land in Kelowna than Calgary—an example of 
just how important a region’s tourism industry can be to its overall stability and expansion. 
Calgary may have the corporate HQs but Kelowna boasts the VOA. 


The Vintner's Quality Alliance is the primary supervisor of B.C’s booming wine industry. 
And Kelowna, coupled with local areas of Naramata, Penticton and Oliver, is at the centre 
of a winemaker’s paradise. In fact, more grapes are currently growing on the vines in Oliver 
than in any other region of Canada, making it—as is evidenced by tourists at photo ops at 
either end of the small community—the self-proclaimed Wine Capital of Canada. 


The proclamation, however, is not undeserved: around Okanagan Lake, there are more 
than three dozen wineries in operation and many of them consistently win international 
recognition and accolades for their superb work. 


The vast expanses of Kelowna’s Mission Hill are truly something for the eye to behold. 
Its bell tower rings majestically throughout the day and the outdoor amphitheatre, built in 
the grassy hill above Okanagan Lake, presents absolutely unequalled views of the

the winery’s Sunset Bistro. 


Further down Highway 97, just past Oliver, is Tinhorn Creek. Sonya Konig, a world 
traveller with South African roots, has planted her feet firmly in the wine community at 
Tinhorn. The Wine Lover's Club, an operation Konig began just over three years ago, is a 
vacation getaway worthy of even the most well-travelled soul, and the experience includes 
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a series of wine workshops that educates visitors in an informal and entertaining manner. 


The club immerses travellers in the wine community and explores the entire operation. 
From seed planting to uncorking, visitors not only get a full understanding of the significant 
work and knowledge required by winemakers in the region, they also walk away with much 
more than the common quick tasting. 


During the trips—which range from one night to five-day-long escapes—visitors stay on 
the premises at Tinhorn Creek in fully furnished suites, complete with stunning views and 
the finest amenities. The club also builds the packages out into full adventures by arranging 
daily tours, spa treatments, trail biking, art seminars and even snowshoeing in the winter 
months. To top off the journey, a chef joins the group for a tutorial on food pairing and the 
intricacies of coupling wines properly with meals. Vancouver Magazine, the urbanite’s bible 
of fine dining, shopping and travelling, even discovered Konig’s getaways in 2003 and named 
the journey B.C’s Best Getaway. For those interested in knowing more, Konig’s website 
(www.thewineloversclub.com) contains an abundance of information on prices and 
availability. 


If the idea of you vacationing on the grounds of a winery is enough to make your mother 
nervous, Kelowna and surrounding regions offer countless other options—both reasonable 
and luxurious. Resorts such as Manteo and the Grand Okanagan, both located on the 
waterfront in Kelowna, have received rave reviews for years but, more recently, bed and 
breakfasts in the area have become increasingly popular with visitors who want to experi- 
ence first-hand the hospitality of the region’s citizens. A growing number of these estab- 
lishments are gay-owned or gay-friendly. 


The quaint Springbuck Bed and Breakfast, with hosts Don and Bruce, is in the middle of 
it all. The home boasts three different guest rooms and is a perfect spot to spend a weekend 
while in Kelowna. Its practical charm is refreshing and perhaps even comforting—a 
communal den, a collection of engrossing reads and two beautiful Dalmatians, Bingo and 
Domino, give the whole establishment a homey feel. Owner Don Pretzer calls Bingo “the 
more polite one” and it would appear she’s learned a thing or two from her owners. A 
gracious welcome, spacious rooms and sparkling clean facilities make the house a treat to 
spend time at. 


The Springbuck is minutes from amenities and—of particular interest to shopa- 
holics—mere blocks from the mall. Its location is easily accessible, being just minutes from 
Kelowna’s unique floating bridge that welcomes and transports visitors to the city. On your 
days of local sightseeing, you need only make two quick turns to make it to the highway 
corridor that transports you to all points of interest. 


Another popular B&B in the Kelowna area is The Flags, run by hosts Bryan and Don. This 
property, situated just outside of the city’s core, offers visitors the opportunity to embrace 
more leisurely pursuits: a day by the pool with a good book, for example. And, although it 
is ina less urban seting than the Springbuck, The Flags is a quick car trip away from anything 
you might want to do or see during your stay. 


The best way to see the region is by car,and a simple trip up to the North Okanagan will 
present you with not only vastly different landscapes and vegetation, but a completely 
different sense of adventure. 


Silver Star Resort is the latest B.C. mountain 
to receive the glam treatment. Following the 
path forged by successful ski retreats like 
Whister/Blackcomb and Big White, Silver Star |jaam 
has been transformed from a quiet 1960s 
mountain refuge to a year ’round family retreat. 
The area is populated by Victorian-style homes | 
and commercial buildings, and the resort has a 
strict construction policy that forbids monster 
mansions and quickie apartment complexes. All 
structures must be in keeping with the Victorian 
gaslight theme and must include at least five | 
colours of exterior paint. Some owners are 
obviously more familiar with colour palettes than 
others, but overall, the area has encouraged and 
maintained a bright and welcoming atmosphere. 


The powder is pure perfection for skiers

Gays will be gays?

Some battles, it 
seems, will just 
never be won. At 
least not to the 
extent that 
anyone would 
notice. Good vs. 
Evil, Israel vs. 
w Palestine, Pepsi 

ys. Coke—all 
appear destined to linger in some conflict 
limbo for eternity. Actually, you’d better put 
big ‘G’ Gay vs. little ‘g’ gay in that category as 
well, for it seems the more flamboyant of the 
two will always have its detractors, both in 
and out of our community. For the time 
being, however, let’s just focus on the criti- 
cism that comes from beyond the (sub) 
cultural borders during Pride, our annual 
celebration of big ‘G’ Gay. 


Like it or not, Pride season is a time that 
highlights both the diversity and divisiveness 
in our ranks, a series of events that qualifies 
as a genuine PR nightmare for those who 
choose to qualify things as such. Apparently, 
if one looks at the big societal scorecard, our 
exuberant demonstrations of community 
spirit are simply just too louche to be consid- 
ered “acceptable”. Granted, there are times 
when some of us get a bit carried away and 
take things a bit far for anyone’s taste but, for 
the most part, Pride celebrations are 
relatively harmless ‘blips’ in the grand scheme 
of things. True, they would certainly be 
considered over-the-top in the eyes of, say, 
Mr. and Mrs. Front Porch, but when you 
consider the types of celebrations that are 
deemed “acceptable” in mainstream society, 
you have to wonder how exactly the criteria 
for acceptance was established in the first 
place. 


Take, for example, the “Flames Fever” that 
has gripped the city of Calgary. Like any 
other fever, the Flames frenzy has generated 
a considerable amount of heat—and resulted 
in some rather questionable behaviour. 
Night after night, regardless of a win, 17th 
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did get me > thinking about how our Pride 
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Avenue S.VV. (where we will soon gather for 
our own festivities) has been ground zero for 
the horn-honking, war-whooping, beer- 
swilling masses. Lately, it has been dubbed 
and widely referred to as “The Red Mile”, a 
nod to the sea of scarlet hockey jerseys 
worn by the revellers who occupy the terri- 
tory. (Clearly my superior suggestion of 
“Stupid, Drunken Frat-boy Row” got lost 
somewhere along the way in the post, as did 
“Boy Is My Face Red Mile”.) In the latest 
round of “harmless” celebrations, windows 
were broken at both Mona Lisa Artists’ 
Materials Ltd. and the Rubaiyat, the latter also 
sustaining damage to some garden statuary 
stored in its courtyard. The amount of litter 
and broken glass left in the wake of each of 
these outings was also outrageous. Despite 
this, and the impromptu street closures the 
mob forces when it turns up en masse on the 
avenue after a game, our mayor routinely 
shows up on television saying how wonderful 
it all is for Calgary, a sentiment echoed by 
various news presenters and media person- 
alities. (’m not singling out Dave 
Bronconnier, for he is one of the only Calgary 
mayors to actually proclaim Pride Week here 
—but he is also one of the most visible 
proponents of Flames boosterism and a 
fitting example of how such things are so 
readily embraced.) This attitude is shared by 
many (if not most) in the city, the less savoury 
aspects of the gatherings either ignored or 
dismissed as “just good fun’. 


Talk about a double standard. 


Now, I’m not saying that members of our 
community didn’t demonstrate their own 
brand of enthusiasm for the contest, it’s just 
that fewer of them went to such extraordi- 
nary lengths to highlight the shortcomings of 
Darwinism on a near-nightly basis. Of 
course, in the big picture, a few broken 
windows and some property damage is not 
the end of the world, and the actions of the 
few should not colour the actions of the 
many (hint, hint). However, the whole matter 
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activities are viewed by the mainstream. 


For the most part, those who pass off the 
loutish behaviour displayed in such hetero- 
heavy settings as a post-game party or Spring 
Break in Fort Lauderdale are the very same 
people first in line to criticize us during Pride. 
It may well be a matter of apples and 
oranges, but my palate is detecting that 
something's “gone off” in the fruit salad. 
Imagine if we turned up in force, necessitating 
a street closure, or if our celebration 
resulted in a mountain of litter and broken 
glass (of any kind). The backlash would be 
immeasurable. 


According to the Calgary Police, the 
crowd has been “relatively well-behaved”, 
with infractions limited to public liquor 
consumption and the odd flash of 
titty—what some consider a_ ringing 
endorsement for the so-called innocuous- 
ness of such events. Funny, that: here we go 
to the trouble of pre-arranging street 
closures, procuring licenses for beer gardens 
and arranging for volunteers to clean up our 
litter, and yet somehow our celebration is 
still viewed as “a disgrace” but an 
overwhelming majority of the population. A 
well organized disgrace, mind you, but a 
disgrace nonetheless. 


To my knowledge, there has not yet been 
any incidence of machismo-fuelled violence 
in the Flames celebrations specifically, but it is 
often one of the main ingredients in similar 
gatherings, as history both recent and distant 
will attest. | ask you: when was the last time

you saw a fistfight break out among partici- 
pants at a Pride parade? | know fisticuffs are 
usually a by-product of human nature when 
spirits run high, but does that make them any 
more acceptable? Again, a majority of “polite 
society” will dismiss this and other behav- 
iours with the handy “boys will be boys” 
rationale, qualifying this by saying there's 
nothing wrong with people letting off a bit of 
steam and having a good time. 


Beg pardon, but isn’t that what were trying 
to do when we gather once a year? 


It seems to me that the only real differ- 
ence between hetero celebrations in public 
and homo celebrations in public, is that 
there's little in the way of willful property 
damage, littering and violence when we go 
out to have a good time. (In some cities we 
may well top them in the “visible titty-and- 

ss” department, but that’s another matter 
altogether...) 


The next time someone wants to take us 
to task for our “offensive” and “irrespon- 
sible” public behaviour, | suggest we turn the 
mirror ‘round the other way before so 
quickly pointing fingers in our own commu- 
nity. Then again, perhaps if we use Pride 2004 
to engage in some fisticuffs and trash a few 
store windows, we may just move a little 
closer to achieving true equality—at least in 
the eyes of Mr.and Mrs. Front Porch. Ain’t it 
just a bitch when your veranda’s attached to 
a glass house?

If you are a wallflower, a shrinking violet or a prissy petunia, then you need not 
continue with this article. Priape Wear is designed for the queen bees of the garden, and 
head designer Alan Buzeta does not intend to soften the line’s sexy sting! 


“There is always that element of sexiness to the line, but I’d also like to think of it as 
being whimsical and naughty,’ says Buzeta, whose passion for the line has placed Priape 
Wear in the international arena of men’s club and casual wear. 


Priape Wear’s universal appeal is evident in numerous cities in Asia, Australia, Europe 
and North America, “When Canadians travel and see the line in another country they 
nearly fall off their chair!” exclaims Buzeta, “they feel a sense of Canadian pride and will 
buy an item in that foreign city.” 


Ironically, a number of Canadians do not go to their local Priape stores to buy the 
clothes, because they associate the label Priape Wear with the place that sells gay sex 
paraphernalia and do not differentiate the two. 


“When | go to England, | see guys in Priape Shirts everywhere; it’s scary,’ says Buzeta, 
“you see more Priape Wear there than in Canada, because here people associate Priape 
with buying porn. If we are able to crack international markets, what’s holding us up in 
Canada?” he asks. 


Maybe it is a fear of being associated with a gay shop, or owning gay porn? 


Whatever it is, Buzeta makes it clear that consumers in foreign countries love what is 
being produced in Canada. “The line is represented in thirty-five American cities, which 
the retailers say Canadians kick ass!” Buzeta enthuses, while noting that other Canadian 
labels such as JM underwear is also well represented in the international market. 


He points out that, in foreign markets, Priape Wear is housed in well-known gay estab- 
lishments as well as men’s clothing stores such as: Prowler in London, England; Ministry 
of Kink in Zurich, Switzerland; IEM in Paris, France; and InJeanious in San Francisco, 
California. 


Buzeta has also cornered the globe by successfully securing Priape Wear’s on line 
shopping presence on various websites, and recently launched www.priapewear.com. 
“The Priape Wear site is for retailers who are interested in picking up the line,” he says. 


Based in Montréal, Buzeta has been designing and marketing Priape Wear for the past 
four years. Unlike most fashion success stories of those who go to New York to study 
fashion design, Buzeta attended New York University and graduated with a business 
degree. “I’ve always liked fashion and figured that a business degree would allow for a 
broader scope in the industry,” he says. 


His clothing career began with a stint as an assistant buyer for Macy’s New York; he 
then moved on to a position as production manager for Utex Corp in Montréal. 


Buzeta became involved with the opening of Priape Toronto from 1993 to 1997. On 
the side, he has also styled for Toronto-based fab magazine and the now-defunct Icon. 
Immediately following his Toronto stints, Buzeta had his own sales agency through which 
he represented lines such as Calgary based Pusch, Brave Belts and This Ain’t Kansas. 


After closing his agency in 2000, Buzeta decided to focus on improving the sales of This 
Ain't Kansas (which was predominantly a T-shirt line) by changing the label to Priape 
Wear. “The longevity and sales of This Ain't Kansas was going down. It was once a big 
name, but it was time for a change,” says Buzeta. He began by giving the tee shirts more

sex appeal and added jeans to the line. “The first season was a gamble: when | presented 
Priape Wear at the Magic Marketplace [tradeshow] in Las Vegas, most of the buyers knew 
me, but not the line. They did not know that | was also designing the line.” 


However, with his business and marketing savvy, Buzeta eventually wowed the buyers 
into taking on his new line. “In this field you have to be a good consumer, know what is 
on the market and what customers want.” 


Buzeta’s savoir-faire and stylish eye are also responsible for creating the ultra male 
image of Priape Wear. He immediately directed my attention to the current campaign 
model Marco, as the ideal customer. But in reality, the line appeals to various age groups 
and style tastes.‘‘The T-shirts appeal to ‘candy ravers’, circuit boys, and forty-plus men who 
are into body building,” he says. 


On top of the main line, Priape Wear does offer seasonal pieces, which are divided into 
‘hot’ and ‘cold’. This fall, look out for Priape Body, a sexy new underwear line. 


For this hot season, Buzeta feels that it is time to show off those arms! 


Priape Wear offers an entire grouping of raglan muscle sport tees with a locker room 
twist, such as Tight End, Wide Receiver and Slot Back. For the non-jocks, Buzeta created 
other sexy silkscreens such as the “Sailor” or “Available” in bold yellow and red.‘] get my 
silk screen ideas from the streets, and the various cities that | visit.

such a universal appeal to the line.” & 
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Design in principle 


Ever wonder what goes into making a room look magnificent? Even when we know 
that great pains have been taken to make a space look “just so” in a magazine spread or 
television feature, the best rooms always seem to have “just happened”, with everything 
in its place according to some unspoken law of design. The good thing is, with design, very 
few laws are unspoken—at least when it comes to the basics of assembling the compo- 
nents of a space successfully. The lay person, even one with a good eye, has to take many 
things into account when decorating a room. In this article, my aim is to provide a simple 
overview of the elements of design, tried-and-true concepts that serve both the form and 
function of your lifestyle. Best of all, these elements will help make any room look 
balanced, in proportion and, most of all, gorgeous. Although these principles should be 
taken into consideration before you start to decorate, they are also “loose” enough to 
allow for individual tastes and expressions of personality. However, even though they are 
just guidelines, they are still important enough to bear in mind: by not at least acknowl- 
edging these concepts, a room can feel like it has no purpose. 


SPACE: Although this term is tossed around a lot, it’s just another way of describing 
a room (or rooms, in open plan schemes) being treated as a single unit. In the case of 
home décor, it’s the blank slate you'll be working on. Within a single room—as in any 
aesthetic pursuit—there is positive space and negative space. Positive space is occupied 
by objects with mass (such as furniture) or even the appearance of mass (a lit area vs. a 
dark area) in a more “abstract” sense. Negative space is the space around an object or 
defined by an object (the shape implied by the gap between a chair’s arm and seat, for 
example) or the areas in a room unoccupied by furniture or accessories. Striking a 
balance between positive and negative space is important, as too little negative space can 
make a room looked cluttered, while too much can result in an overall feeling of empti- 
: , ness. In a practical sense, negative space is 
| vital when it comes to sitting comfortably 
7) on furniture, having enough room to walk 
| or placing sufficient emphasis on a focal 
) point. 


LINE: The dynamic created by line 
| helps to form the direction or feeling of a 
room. It is a key element in more “spare” 
| interiors,and many modern rooms feature 
a lot of “clean” geometric lines, nothing 
too fussy or over-embellished. An imbal- 
ance in the lines of a room can create 
a subtle feeling of instability, while 
carefully thought-out ones will 
support the best features of the 
space—highlighting a focal point or attractive architectural detail, for example.

Vertical Lines: Have a room that looks closed in? Adding things such as floor-to- 
ceiling drapes, columns or a striped wall treatment will give the room height, strength and 
dignity. 

Horizontal Lines: These give a room a feeling of repose and solidity, and can also 
make it look bigger. Adding such décor elements as a chair rail or cornices will achieve 
this effect. 


Diagonal Lines: These help create movement and action in a room. If you have a 
space that appears dull, things such as slanted ceilings, sloping furniture and arches will 
liven it up. Be careful, though, as too many diagonals can create a feeling of unrest. 


SHAPE: Not many interiors can employ only one shape or form. If you have a lot 
of pieces in a room that are square-/rectangular-shaped, try breaking them up with some 
curved or circular pieces, such as vases, prints with circular patterns or art that features 
a circular motif. Too much of one shape in a room can be boring; your eye needs a “feast” 
of delicious shapes around a room, not just one. If in doubt, look to nature or art to see 
if certain shapes work well with others. 


TEXTURE: Whether subtle or overt, this is one of the most important aspects of 
design, and refers to the surface quality on an object or material. Texture actually appeals 
to two of our senses: touch and sight, and brings character and visual interest to a room. 
More often than not, variations in texture are key, as the diversity of the materials used 
serves to highlight one another through contrast. Texture can be employed in many 
forms, in everything from accessories (a sisal rug,a mohair throw, the base of a lamp) to 
furnishings (leather, velvet or tweed upholstery fabrics) and the basic surface finishes in 
the room itself (slate vs. wood vs. broadloom carpet). 
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LIGHT: One of the most overlooked aspects of décor, it can alter the mood and 
appearance of a room: too much light can cause headaches and not having enough can 
inhibit productivity. You have to use your judgment when it comes to certain rooms and 
the amount of light they need, depending on the function of the space. Dimmer switches 
are great because they allow you to control the amount of light at any given time. There 
are various ways to bring light into a space: direct (track fixtures or pot lights); indirect 
(hanging fixtures that focus light upward); and task-oriented (lamps on flexible arms or 
fixtures mounted on the underside of cabinets). Keep in mind that a single light source 
in a room can be moran and one are oy only “work” at certain times of the day or 

, rn — mg night. Keeping a diary of the activities you 
perform in a room, and the times of day 
| you do them, really helps to determine 
your needs. This provides a foundation 
for striking a balance between form (i.e.: 
mood lighting) and function (i.e.: adequate 
lighting for performing various tasks). 


COLOUR: This element in particular, 
| has a strong psychological effect on 
| people, and different colours evoke 
_| different feelings. For example, cool 
| colours (such as blues, greens, and violets) 
| feel relaxing, restful and soothing. Warm 

colours (reds, oranges, and yellows) tend 
| to be positive, cheery and stimu- 
lating. Depending on the mood 
_you want to create, colour must be 
chosen. accordingly and appropri- 
ately.

PATTERN: As important as colour (which was covered in-depth last month’s issue of 
Outlooks), pattern contributes as much—if not more—interest to a room as line and 
texture. Though it’s often considered key in traditional or contemporary interiors, 
pattern also plays a significant role in modern interiors, particularly in surface materials 
(i.e.: glass mosaic tiles) and accessories (a throw pillow with an interesting design, perched 
on a plain sofa). Remember, all good things remain so in moderation; overdoing pattern 
in a single space can be overwhelming and create a sense of discord. 


The material above is essential to consider when you are tackling any décor project, 
large or small, and finding the balance between each element is key. By using your head 
and not overdoing one specific thing, you will have a fabulous room (or whole home!) in 
which to entertain or simply live your life to the fullest. Happy decorating! W

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For Aaron Creurer (pictured above), one-half a the team behind Coles based 
catering firm Red Tree, form and function are not just the domain of art. Along with 
business partner Susan Hopkins, Creurer has embraced a culinary style that is equal parts 
practicality and panache, influenced and informed through far-flung gastronomic “recon” 
missions around the globe. 


_ “We try to strike a balance with our food, so that it’s both innovative in presentation 
as well as flavourful,” says Creurer of Red Tree’s ever-changing menu. “I think we're more 
‘worldly’ eaters now—even more than, say, ten years ago—so it really opens up a lot of 
possibilities for us.” He cites influences from countries that border the 
Mediterranean—Morocco, Greece and Turkey—as “pungent” flavour favourites, and also 
acknowledges conceptual contributions from Asian countries such as Vietnam, Thailand 
and Japan, particularly in the summer months when lighter fare is the order of the day. 


_ For nine years, Red Tree garnered a loyal following for its fresh approach to food, the 
company’s reputation being spread (literally, in the case of enticing edibles) by word-of- 
mouth through various catering functions around the city. In 2002, Creurer and Hopkins 
broke into the retail market with a storefront operation in Calgary's emerging Marda 
Loop district. The shop, which also bears the company name, offers a variety of gourmet 
take-away delights for those too busy—or too lazy—to tackle the chore themselves. 
“This is a great option for people on the go,” says Creurer, “particularly since it’s not just 
convenient food, it’s quality food as well. We try to cook with the seasons, and use as 
much locally available and ee ingredients as possible. It’s not our mandate to be one 
undred percent organic, but we're trying to implement that wherever possinie cause it 
really makes sense and it seems to be the direction things are going in.” 


On top of the daily dishes designed to make life a bit easier (and certainly more 
elicious) for busy Calgarians, Red Tree offers a variety of condiments, both their own and 
imports from around the world, as well as baked goods and pasta. “Our marinated St. 
Loup chevre is hugely popular, and so is our butter chicken,” says Creurer, citing only a 
few of his clientele’s more decadent favourites. “But we also do really well with our 
lighter hors d'oeuvres, dips and crudités.” 


Hardly stingy guardians of culinary secrets, , Creurer and Hopkins are always happy to 
share their extensive knowledge of food. Below are two recipes from Red Tree’s “star” 

roster: the aforementioned Marinated St. Loup Chevre, Pancetta-wrapped Asparagus and 
their (in) famous Chocolate Diablo Cake. Creurer assures us that both are well within 
the realm of possibility for everyday cooks, but if either proves too intimidating, the “real 
thing” may be had with no fuss through Red Tree’s retail operation, located at 2129 33rd 


Avenue S.W. in Calgary. 
Marinated St. Loup Chevre 


This marinated cheese is a hit at any party, and the colourful topping of tomato and 
fresh basil looks great on a buffet table. Serve it with thin slices of baguette as it can drip. 


100g. St. Loup goat’s cheese (any mild chevre will work) 
1/4c. extra virgin olive oil [60ml] 
2 tbsp. balsamic vinegar [30ml] 
| tbsp. julienned fresh basil [!5ml] 
- 2 tbsp. chopped red sundried tomatoes [30m] 
2 tbsp chopped yellow sundried tomatoes [30ml] 
| clove minced garlic 
2 cloves roasted garlic 


cracked pepper 


If you have a small log of goat’s cheese, cut it into 3/4 inch slices and place in a small 
bowl. Pour oil and balsamic vinegar over it, then top with fresh garlic, sundried tomates, 
roasted garlic and cracked pepper. This can sit covered for several days in your fridge. 
ienned basil ist before perving: 


Pancetta-wrapped Asparagus 
(Red Tree uses pancetta from Francesco's Italian market on 26th Ave and 33rd St S.W.) 
8 ozs pancetta (coil pressed if possible) [250 grams] 
ee bunch asparagus 
fig and olive balsamic vinegar or orange-flavored olive oil 


In a large pot of boiling water, blanch the asparagus for ten seconds and drop immedi- 
ately into ice water to stop it from cooking any further. Drain and let dry. Wrap pancetta 
around asparagus at the centre of each stalk then, over a very hot grill pan or frying pan, 
sear the pancetta onto the asparagus. Drizzle with fig and olive balsamic (or the orange- 
flavoured olive oil) to taste. 


Diablo Chocolate Cake 


Dark, deep and mysterious, this is the height (and depth!) of decadence. The flavour of 
the chili and cinnamon mixed with chocolate creates a perfect sinful summer dessert. 


Cake portion: 


10 ozs dark chocolate [300 grams] 

| cup sugar [250 ml] 

| 4 cups butter [280 grams] 

10 eggs (separated) [10—of course!] 
| tsp cinnamon [5 ml] 

Yr tsp chili powder [2m] 

Y tsp black pepper (2 ml] 
Ganache Topping: 

8 oz dark chocolate [250 grams] 

| cup whipping cream [250 ml] 


Melt chocolate in double 
boiler or on the low setting in a 
microwave (the chocolate will _ 
burn, so take your time and stir _ 
every couple of minutes). 
Cream 2 cup sugar with butter — 
and spices, then add egg yolks 
one at a time until all yolks are 
completely mixed in. Add the 
sugar/egg mixture into the 
melted chocolate and mix well. 
Whip egg whites until they 
form medium peaks and add 
sugar slowly while still beating 
the eggs. Fold egg whites into ® 
chocolate mixture in three 
parts. Spread 3/4 of the 
mixture ona cookie sheet lined 
with parchment paper and bake 
at 325 degrees for thirty-five 
minutes. Chill the other 4 of | 
the mixture. 


After the cake comes out 
and cools completely, run a 
knife along the edges of the pan 
and invert; the cake should fall 
out easily. If it breaks, don’t worry: it’s easily 
repaired. Remove the parchment from the bottom. Spread half of the mixture on the 
cake and cut it in half. Put one layer on top of the other and spread the other half of the 
mixture on top again. Cut the cake in half again and put one layer on top of the other. 
Chill. 


Melt the ganache chocolate in a low microwave or double boiler, then add whipping 
cream and warm again until the mixture is warm and runny. Place the cake on a serving 
tray and pour the chocolate mixture over it. Garnish with summer fruit or flowers. VY

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Canada’s women’s community is 
about to get a new publication. 
Calgary-based Desire magazine is set to 
launch its premiere issue this month 
and, if their advance promotional 
_ material is a sign of things to come, the 
| grrris of Canada have something to 
' look forward to. 


_ It is no small task to launch a 
| magazine; costs of publishing can be 
| prohibitive, competition for advertising 
_ dollars is stiff and even the big 
| magazines such as Chatelaine are seeing 
| their subscription revenues drop. 
| However, publisher Shelagh Anderson 
_ is well aware of the risks she’s taking, as 
the former publisher of qc magazine, 
she’s no stranger to the publishing 
world. She took a five-year leave after 
family medical issues forced the 
closure of qc in 1998 but she’s back 
with an organized team of women ready to celebrate the strength and diversity of the 
women’s community in Canada in print and online. 


Desire’s move toward a print edition has been slow and steady. In order to build a 
readership inside a community that is often underground, Desire launched its website in 
July 2002 (www.desiremag.com). The website has allowed Anderson to reach her 
target market, build a database of names and to raise awareness of the magazine and its 
editorial ambitions. Not only has the move to print has been a natural progression (short 
of introducing porn or off-shore gambling on the site!) it is the next logical step in devel- 
oping a revenue generating business. 


And that is the goal. While success in magazine publishing is an uphill battle, Anderson 
and the team at Desire have been working hard to reach their business goals. National 
distribution has been secured and subscriptions are being sold through Desire magazine's 
website. And the publication shows all the promise of providing the fun of a fashion 
magazine with the intelligence of a feminist magazine. 


Subscription sales will be critical to its success. A solid base of subscriptions not only 
boosts the morale of the staff working on a magazine, it allows the magazine to demon- 
strate to potential advertisers that it is able to reach its target market. Furthermore, 
statistics gathered on Desire’s readership will allow it to prove to advertisers that its 
demographic is a lucrative one. 


Sounds nasty doesn’t it—all this business talk, but that is how wee magazines like 
Outlooks and Desire survive in a sea of Chatelaines and GQs. They prove to advertisers, 
potential investors and the few and far between government funding bodies that they 
indeed have an audience and serve a need. My point? If you think you'd like to see a 
women’s magazine that celebrates its affinity with the LBTT community, then buy a 
subscription. It’ll cost about the same as two beers and a couple of rounds of pool. (Or 
two martinis and a tube of lipstick.)

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Another reason to check out Desire is that Anderson is wise enough to surround 
herself with a team of professionals. She herself brings expertise from three years 
publishing qc, seventeen years experience working as a photographer as well as training 
in journalism. Managing Editor Shereen Tuomi has worked in community development, 
volunteer management and social justice for about ten years, all the while moonlighting 
as freelance writer and editor, most recently as a regular contributor to Fast Forward 
weekly. Anderson recognized Tuomi’s talent after Tuomi offered her services as a writer 
and quickly offered her the position of Managing Editor. Creative Director Tara Sukut has 
a strong background in communications and media relations; she and Anderson met when 
Anderson overheard her discussing the need for a women’s magazine in Canada with her 
girlfriend. Finally, the team is rounded out by web mistress and 
designer Johanna van _ Lieburg, 
Dianna Ducs and photo 
editor Taryn Jollimore (not 
to mention countless volun- 
teers). Anderson describes 
herself as a street-smart 
visionary, she knows her 
limitations and so she brings 
experts in their fields to 
complement her skills. 
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Anderson has assessed the 
situation of the women’s 
community in Canada and is 
optimistic about her new 
venture. Desire magazine is 
geared toward “well-educated, | 
sophisticated, upwardly mobile women who love women”. To quote its website, Desire 
“caters to the lesbian, bisexual, bi-curious and transgendered and two-spirited commu- 
nity with the goal of becoming the primary source of information to this major element 
within the gay community.’ 


Anderson believes that, as a community, women are at a pivotal point in their history. 
She states that not in recorded memory have we, as women or as members of the LBTT 
community, been so visible, so powerful and so faced with choice and agency. Desire 
intends to celebrate this point in our collective history. However, Anderson recognizes 
that loving women is not a trait exclusive to the LBTT community and that Desire will be 
a magazine that focuses not just on our sexual desire, but also on our passions for justice, 
politics, sport, passion, fun, creativity, spirituality and community. She goes on to state that 
everywhere we look, we see another reason to love women in every way, and that’s what 
the team at Desire plans to share between the covers. Sounds like a plan to me.
